This fee no longer sunsets July 1, 2022

It now sunsets July 1, 2025

2022 HEA 1260 – Pro Bono Fee

Provides that the: (1) clerk of a circuit court; (2) 
clerk of a city or town court; or (3) judge of a city or 
town court that does not have a clerk; may retain 
as an administrative fee an amount of up to $3 
from the excess amount collected by the clerk for 
general court costs.  

The fee is deposited in the clerk record 
perpetuation fund.

PROBATE CHANGES

Several provisions are amended relating to filing of 
notices to make consistent with Rules of Trial Procedure 
86 and 87 concerning electronic filing

New section I.C. 29-1-10-15.5 re: special administrators, 
clerk is responsible for notice and possibly setting dates

Eliminates requirement to “docket” the trust

2022 SEA 67 – Small Estates

2022 HEA 1208 – Various Probate and Trust Matters

Increases the value of estate that may be distributed by 
small estate affidavit from $50,000 to $100,000

Increases the threshold for summary procedures for 
unsupervised estates from $50,000 to $100,000

Automatic expungement

Juveniles Adjudicated Delinquent of misdemeanor 
charges

Adjudicated on/after July 1, 2021

Juvenile is 19

At least one year past DISCHARGE

Run new custom report for cases that MAY qualify

Review Case to determine eligibility and/or data issues

• Odyssey does not have “Discharge” information

• Judicial determination for “interest of justice or best 
interest of the child”.

2021 SEA 368 – Juvenile Expungements

Disposition aged to 1 year and juvenile is 19

Juvenile turned 19 and disposition is already aged to 1 year

One or more charges do not have disposition on decided case

One or more charges on the case are “No Charge Applicable”

No Date of Birth entered on party to determine age

Follows current Juvenile Expungement process

2022 SEA 182 –Expungements (Part 1)

Adult AND Juveniles where charges dismissed, acquitted 
or vacated

Filed on/after July 1, 2022

Court immediately orders Expunged, effective after 60 
days

Prosecutor can request extension up to 1 year

Extension

Run Overdue Time Standards Event to Expunge

Filed on/after July 1, 2022

One year past filing

Exact Process TBD

sealing cases.

EVICTION EXPUNGEMENT CHANGES
2022 HEA 1214 – Part 1

No activity  for 180 days

Court shall send notice to the parties  directing the 
plaintiff to further prosecute the case or dismiss within 
10 days

Court may dismiss the case if no action taken.

If court does dismiss the case, the court will seal the case 
as well.

If the court dismisses the case (under tenant’s motion or 
court’s own motion) for lack of prosecution, the court may
charge a $10 Eviction Administration Fee to the plaintiff.  
This $10 goes to the General Fund.

2022 HEA 1214 – Part 1

Odyssey Steps

Run Cases without Activity Report

Add event for Notice of Inactivity

• Court may dismiss.  To find cases that may qualify, 
run an Event Listing report for the Notice of Inactivity 
event added 11+ days prior

• Review case for activity and order case dismissed and 
sealed as needed.  Use event Case Ordered Expunged 
pursuant to IC 32-31-11.

• You may charge the $10 fee (configured in Odyssey)

The case is placed in the Sealed case security group.

2022 HEA 1214 – Part 2 – Disclosure of Residential Eviction Information

Tenant may motion to seal records

Case dismissed (regardless of how/why)

Judgment in favor of the tenant 

Judgment overturned or vacated

Effective July 1, 2022, but applies to cases prior to if 
tenant files motion and court issues order

10% bonds and remittance

*The clerk of the court shall record the name, 
address, and bail agent license number, if 
applicable, of the bail agent or a person authorized 
by the surety posting bail for the defendant in the 
county court electronic case management system.
